saying today he will “not per- 
mit the guard to be destroyed 


or materially reduced in 
strength.” 
Serving as spokesman for 


four representatives of the Na- 
tional Guard Association who 
met with the President, Maj. 
Gen. Milton A. Reckord told 
reporters the President “real- 


izes the value of the guard and 
will see that it is maintained.” 

The guard delegation called 
at the White House in the wake 
of a controversy touched off 
last week when Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson con- 
tended some guard enlistments 
during the Korean war were “a 
sort of scandal ... a draft 
dodging business.” 

The guard group protested to 
Mr. Eisenhower against a Pen- 
tagon decision to make all new 
guard enlistees take six months 
of basic training. The guard 
wants training held to 11 weeks 
for enlistees below the mini- 
mum draft age of 18%.

Bill Sent to House Provides for 
$25,000 Yearly, Office Space, 
Widow's Pensions. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (UP) 
—The Senate voted today to 
give former Presidents $25,000 
a year in retirement pay, plus 
other benefits. By voice vote, 
it approved and sent the meas- 
ure to the House. The bill is 
similar to one which the House 
failed to pass last year after 
the bill had cleared the Senate.

Sons of the union’s president, 
Joseph O’Neill, drew $800 a 
month and $320 a month respec- 
tively, and other relatives of 
union officials were paid sal- 
aries without having any ap- 
parent dutiés. 

Laundry Workers — It was 
charged that Eugene James, sus- 
pended secretary-treasurer, di- 
verted almost $1,000,000 of wel- 
fare funds. Saperstein figured 
as insurance agent in this case, 
too, being accused of making re- 
bates to James. 

Allied Industrial Workers — 
The Ethical Practices Commit- 
tee charged that Angelo Inciso, 
head of the union’s former Chi- 
cago local, took proceeds from 
an increased employers’ ¢insur- 
ance payment for employes with- 
out increasing benefits. The re- 
ports said Inciso and his body- 
guards spent the money in lav- 
ish gifts. Anthony Doria, secre- 
tary of the local and the national 
union, was implicated. 

The report said Johnny Dio

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FAVORS LIBERAL

MIAMI BEACH, Fila., Feb. 4— 
The AFL-CIO estimates that 
the United States is economi- 
cally strong enough to absorb 
200,000 immigrants annually

of his friend, Crouppen. 


Eagleton stated he was re- 
quested by Elder’s mother to 
help her get back the $500, 
which Crouppen has not re- 
turned even though Elder was 
surrendered on the bond last 
Wednesday. 


The circuit attorney informed 
Judge Louis Comerford and 
David W. FitzGibbon of the 
Court of Criminal Correction 
that he was turning the matter 
over to them since he has no 
jurisdiction. 


« In addition to getting the 
$500. security, Crouppen also 
got a $200 fee for-the $2000 
bond which he provided for 
Elder’s release, Eagleton said 
in his letter. 

When the $2000 preliminary 
bond provided by Crouppen for 
Elder was approved by Judge 
Comerford in 1954, an affidavit 
was submitted stating that 
Crouppen’s fee was $200 and 
that he received $500 as se- 
curity for the bond. 

However, when an appearance 
bond was approved 12 days later 
by Judge FitzGibbon, an affi- 
davit was submitted by the 
bondsman saying no fee and no 
security was received, Eagleton 
told-the judges. 

Judges Comerford and Fitz- 
Gibbon have authority to decide 
what bondsmen are qualified to 
sign bonds in criminal cases, 
both felonies and misdemeanors. 

Elder’s mother informed 
Eagleton that when Crouppen 
got the $500 security he prom- 
ised to return it if her son was 
convicted. 

Eagleton has sharply rebuked 
Sheriff Tozer for making the 
special trip to Texas to obtain 
Elder’s release from a prison 
there and has threatened to 
take legal action against the 
sheriff is such an incident oc- 
curs again.

than income in determining eat- 


ing habits of these workers. 
Other studies have developed 
similar conclusions, although it 
is found that where incomes are 
extremely low the diet is ad- 
versely affected. However, even 
in low income groups some diets 
were found good while in high 
groups some diets were 
found poor.

The announcement that he is 
again on the move in the area 
of campaign legislation fol- 
lowed a weekend report by the 
Democratic majority sub- 
committee on privileges and 
elections ealling for “imperative 
rand immediate” action by Con- 
gress to correct election law 
loopholes. 

‘Fact-Finding’ Study. 

The report issued by Senator 
Albert A. Gore (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, and Senator Mike Mans- 
field (Dem.), Montana, was a 


study of campaign contributions 
and expenditures in the 1956 
campaign. It was a “fact- 
finding” job and not intended 
to be an all-out investigation. 


While. demonstrably incom- 
plete, the subcommittee find- 
ings pointed to expenditures by 
the two major parties totaling 
$31,663,167 in the presidential 
and congressional campaigns, 
with the Republicans outspend- 
ing the Democrats by nearly 
2to1. Additional expenditures 
by labor political committees of 
$941,271, ‘most of which aided 
the Demécrats, plus $581,277 
by splinter groups, brought the 
total of traceable spending to 
$33,185,725 

The same incomplete data also 
demonstrated a remarkable de- 
gree of generosity toward Re- 
publican candidates, both at the 
national level and in the state 
campaigns to elect Senators and 
Representatives, on the part of 
wealthy leaders of business, in- 
dustry, finance and oil produc- 
tion. 

Gifts by Big Business. 
Campaign contributions from 
these sources ‘to the RepubBli- 
eans traced by the Gore sub- 
committee in the fragmentary 
reports available to it indicated 
that the officers and directors 
of 225 of the country’s largest 
corporations, including oil com- 
panies, contributed to Republi- 
can committees or candidates or 
both a total of $1,816,957 com- 
pared to $103,725 donated to the 
Democrats and that 12 “se- 
lected” families gave the Re- 
publicans $1,041,526 while the 
Democrats received only $107,- 
109.from their ranks 

Officers and directors of 13 
big business organizations in- 
cluding the American Petroleum 
Institute gave $741,189 to the 
G.O.P., $8000 to Democrats.

New Partnership Look 


Senator Morse of Oregon has revived the 
Hell’s Canyon bill in the Senate, Representative 
Gracie Pfost of Idaho has done so in the House. 
Senator Morse declared last November’s con- 
gressional elections in the Pacific Northwest 
supplied a mandate for the measure. 

The man who defeated the author of the Hell’s 
Canyon giveaway, former Secretary of Interior 
Douglas McKay, in those elections, is better 
qualified to make that statement than anyone 
else in Congress. Twenty-six Senators from 22 
states join with him in presenting that mandate 
to the upper chamber. 

But while the Eisenhower Administration is 
said to be in the midst of an agonizing reap- 
praisal of its power policies in the backwash of 
its November defeats, it continues to show plain 
signs of contradiction and unclearness toward 
the development of our waterway resources. 

For instance—and a monumental instance, 
with a direct bearing on Hell’s Canyon—there 
is the proposed John Day dam, on the Columbia. 

The Administration has “all but decided” to 
reverse itself with respect to that project, The 
Wall Street Journal has reported, and to favor 
construction of a high federal dam. Still later, 
Secretary of Interior Seaton has confirmed at a 
press conference that discussions have been held 
about asking construction funds for John Day. 

Up to now the Administration has favored 
construction of John Day in accordance with the 
so-called partnership policy it has propounded 
for general application, 

Under this policy the Government would pay 
for all non-revenue-producing functions, such as 
flood control. A private business “partner” 
would pay for the one revenue-producing func- 
tion, electric power production, and take the 
proceeds, which hitherto have been used to off- 
set the costs of the non-revenue services. 

The partnership plan for John Day was 
sponsored by Representative Sam Coon of Ore- 
gon, a Republican. Mr. Coon was among those 
defeated for re-election last November. Other 
partnership plan partisans who also went down 
in defeat in the Pacific Northwest included 
Senator Herman Welker of Idaho. 

“Private companies just can’t afford to build 
multi-purpose dams, and we've got to make sure 
there’s multi-purpose development on the Co 
lumbia and Snake rivers,” The Wall Street Jour-* 
nal quoted an unidentified official of the Ad- 
ministration as saying. 

Can it have taken four years to find out that 
obvious fact, which has been common knowledge 
since the first multi-purpose dam was built in 
this country more than a quarter century ago? 

And if that fact is true at the John Day site, 
is it not equally true at the Hell's Canyon site, 
where the Administration by default of its re- 
responsibilities is permitting a private company 
to build dams which omit some of the multi 
purposes and fulfill the rest but in part? 

Furthermore, the unpopularity of the “part- 
nership policy” at the polls has been even mare 
clearly and strongly shown with respect to Hell’s 
Canyon than it has been shown with regard to 
John Day. Both the states of the two major de- 
feated Administration candidates in the Pacific 
Northwest, former Secretary McKay and then 
Senator Welker, are involved at Hell’s Canyon. 
The site is on their joint boundary. 

Every argument, both of good conservation 
practice and of winning politics, which applies 
to John Day, applies with still greater force to 
Hell’s Canyon. It is therefore some little en- 
couragement to believe that the Administra- 
tion’s makers of power policies may be learning 
a basic fact about resource development.

How Best to Train the Guard 

The House Armed Services subcommittee 
that has just begun hearings on the best type 
of training for the National Guard has a diffi- 
cult and important assignment. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson and Gen. Taylor, 
Army Chief of Staff, announced three weeks 
ago all National Guard recruits would be re- 
quired to take six months of active duty train- 
ing. The Guard immediately protested and is 
seeking to compromise on two 1l-week periods 
approximately a year apart, Its mouthpiece, 
the National Guard Association, which enjoys 
powerful political support in all the states and 
territories, promptly made dire threats. 

President Eisenhower has supported Secre- 
tary Wilson and Gen. Taylor to the extent of 
declaring that until Guard recruits get six 
months’ training the Guard “is never going to 
be the kind of force we need.” Army, Navy, 
Air Force and Marines have lent support with 
their almost constant stress on the importance 
of having trained men and the difficulty of 
getting sufficient re-enlistments in their services. 

This nation is seeking to keep its military 
strength at such a level that it need fear no 
attack. That is why the military budget for 
fiscal 1958 calls for 38 billion dollars. That is 
why it cannot afford to maintain any military 
establishment that in time of sudden danger 
might not be ready and trained for what it had 
been counted upon. 

The Department of Defense must be sure 
that the entire military reserve system is ade- 
quate. The imperatives of technology are con- 
stantly demonstrating that the weapons on hand 
and the readiness of men trained to handle 
them would be decisive in the event of war.

_Peiping Better Let Them Dance 

Red China is wondering just what to do 
about its younger generation indulging in “un- 
restrained dance party activities” in which “ju- 
venile delinquents” show “bourgeois” influence 
by “rocking in steps commonly done by Ameri- 
can sailors.” The leading newspaper in Shang- 
hai, which of course is government controlled, 
says the lesson is: “strengthen ideological lead- 
ership, show concern over private lives.” 

Those phrases may be boiled down to that 
one word which so often stands for the Commu- 
nist 


the reaction against the present rigid organiza- 
tion of private lives. If there is to be more re- 
pression, Peiping may be making a mistake. 
Some one ought to tell Red China that the rock 
’n’ roll syncopation of fast footwork on a ball- 
room floor is not as bad for Communism as the 
resounding thud of marching feet on the ‘way 
to protest regimentation. 
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- Slow-Down on Immigration 

President Eisenhower's humane yet modest 
proposals for reforming immigration policy al- 
ready face trouble in Congress. Members doubt 
that much of the program will be passed, and 
delays are inevitable. 

The nature of the opposition can be summed 
up in the persons of the chairmen of the House 
and Senate immigration subcommittees which 
must consider the President’s request. Chair- 
man of the Senate group is Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi, a white supremacy advocate. And 
the House committee chairman is Congressman 
Walter of Pennsylvania, who helped write the 
Immigration Act and naturally defends it. 

In saying it may be “a couple of months” be- 
fore his group will even schedule hearings, Mr. 
Walter also opposes the tion plan 
to raise the present annual on immigra- 
tion by 65,000. He doubts that the riation’s eco- 
nomic, housing and educational facilities could 
absorb that many more immigrants. This argu- 
ment displays a rémarkable lack of confidence 
in the most prosperous nation on earth. 

The truth is that better immigration laws have 
perenially been held up in Congress by a bloc, 
both Democratic and Republican, which is du- 
bious about admitting foreigners in general and 
foreigners from anywhere but northwestern Eu- 
rope in particular. That is why present national 
quotas are based on the “national origins” of 
the American population as of 1920. 

While Mr. Eisenhower would make these quo- 
tas more realistic and up-to-date, even he has 
not proposed scrapping the dangerous theory 
that some peoples are better than others in the 
American view. Thus, while arousing opposi- 
tion of the restrictionist bloc in Congress, he 
has not satisfied the reform bloc. 

Perhaps a moderate compromise is the best 
solution. If so, the White House will have to 
work harder for its new program than it did 
for its forgotten 1956 immigration proposals. By 
exerting party leadership, Mr. Eisenhower 
should be able to add Republican strength to 
those Democrats who have sought immigration 
reforms for years. Thus the immigration issue 
is similar to federal aid to education: both are 
a challenge to presidential leadership. 
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School Issue in Webster Groves 

Should the Webster Groves school district go 
into debt for one new junior high or for two? 
The School Board says the district needs only 
one additional junior high and that in a period 
of continually rising school costs it would be. 
foolish and wasteful to buy more Yacilities than 
absolutely necessary. The Two School group 
says the board hired an expert who recom- 
mended that two schools would best serve the 
needs of the community. 

It igs.true that the School Board did hire an 
expert who recommended two schools. Since 
that time the board has conducted its own 
study of the problem and has come to the con- 
clusion that the best use of the taxpayers’ mon- 
ey now is in the erection of one school. The 
board bases this in large part on the number 
of pupils to be served. It has checked and 
double-checked with its own administrative 
staff, the State Department of Education and 
others. These findings indicate that one new 
school is sufficient to serve the district. This 
the board plainly says. 

What the Two School advocates really want 
is a school in or near their own neighborhood. 
While that is a legitmate objective, the board’s 
position essentially is that the community asa 


whole should not be asked to support it—espe- 
cially given the certainty of legitimate demands 


to meet the cost of better pay for teachers. 

One new school or two? The decision will be 
made by those who will have to pay the bills, 
and that is as it should be. 
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AFL-CIO Ban on Rackets 

Conflicts of interest are just as undesirable 
in the administration of a labor unfén as they 
are in government or in business. So the AFL- 
CIO executive committee is fully justified in 
adopting the code drafted by the organization’s 
Ethical Practices Committee. 

Briefly this asserts that no union officer shall 
have a financial interest conflicting with his 
fiduciary duties. It forbids having an interest in 
a business with which the union bargains or in 
an enterprise in competition with such a busi- 
ness. Nor shall an official have an interest in a 
business which buys from, sells to, or otherwise 
deals with one with which his union bargains. 
Furthermore, union officials shall not accept 
kickbacks, under-the-table payments, or any re- 
muneration other than a legitimate salary from 
a business with which the union has relations. 

Faithful observance of these simple rules 
would make it well nigh impossible for an of- 
ficial to abuse the strength of his union for his 
own benefit. One may agree with George Meany, 
AFL-CIO president, that there are relatively few 
racketeers among the hundreds and thousands 
of American labor union officials. But just as it 
was encouraging to see the AFL-CIO take a 
strong stand in favor of co-operation with any 
legitimate investigation of union affairs, so it is 
also encouraging to have it define and condemn 
racketeering so explicitly.

Judge Lashly’s Landmark 


At Jefferson City there were those who called 
the Missouri Crime Survey of 1923-26 “impracti- 
cal theories” of “damned reformers.” Seen 
against a background of 30 years, the survey, 
which was one of the fine works of the late 
Arthur V. Lashly, stands ovt as a landmark in 
the history of criminal law in the United States. 

Associated with Mr. Lashly, who later served 
on the Circuit Court of St. Louis county, was a 
professor of public law at Columbia University, 
Raymond Moley. They, along with other able 
practicing lawyers and legal scholars, carefully 
studied criminal procedure in Missouri, with 
the result that in 1926 the Macmillan Co. pub- 
lished a 600-page volume entitled “The Missouri 
Crime Survey.” 


Within a short time, Michigan, Ohio and other | 


states began to take up the recommendations 
and to enact them into law. Missouri lagged 
largely because of a lawyer clique at Jefferson 
City, that*represented some of the worst ele- 
ments of the legal profession. But by 1932, the 
late Tyrrell Williams, for many years professor 
of law at Washington University, could write in 
the Post-Dispatch letter column that the survey 
was

Let us examine for a moment the re- 
sponsibilities of an opposition party. 
What must we do that we have failed 
to do in the past? What is the respon- 
sibility of the Democratic leadership 
to the other Democrats of the country, 
to the public at large, to the nation it- 
self to the democratic process? 


I believe that an opposition party has 
positive responsibilities: 

1. The opposition party has a respon- 
sibility to provide constructive criticism 
of the proposals of the party in power.

3. The opposition party has a respon- 
sibility to maintain a close scrutiny of 
the acts and attitudes of the executive 
departments. 

4. The opposition party has a respon- 
sibility to bring out into the open the 
major issues confronting the nation— 
the hard and thorny issues which ele- 
ments in both parties would rather 
leave alone as being unsafe and uncom-

5. The party of opposition has a re- 
sponsibility to co-operate with the par- 
ty in power in matters of vital interest 
to insure that government will not be 
paralyzed and will be enabled to act to 
meet vital national needs.

All for Desegregation. 


Today the issues at stake are 
civil rights, and the Court's 
attitude has aroused a whole 
section of the nation—the South 
—which is resisting changes in 
traditional customs as bitterly, 
perhaps more so, as the eco- 
nomic and social reforms were 
resisted 20 years ago by some 
of the Court, by many of our 


party, chiefly in the South. 


There is one difference. Then 
the Court was badly split, with 
numerous 5 to 4 decisions on 
social and economic reform 
issues. Today it is unanimous 
in its anti-segregation decisions 
aimed to give equal rights in 
the fullest sense to a minority 
of our people. 

But, despite that solid front, 
the Court is under heavy fire, 
and especially the Chief Justice 
who, like his predecessor of that 
other controversial period, is a 
Republican.

He played for 
the Detroit Tigers from 1903 
to 1917 and appeared in three 
World Series in 1907-08-09. 

In addition to his unsurpassed 
record for most triples, Craw- 
ford twice was a home run king 
in the days of the “dead” ball. 
He led the National League 
with 16 homers in 1901 and 
paced the American League 
with a paltry seven in 1908. 

At various stages of his ca- 
reer, Crawford also was the 
season leader in such varied 
departments as most hits, most 
doubles, total bases, runs bat- 
ted-in, sacrifices, stolen bases, 
putouts and assists. He enjoyed 
his greatest season in 1911 with 
the Tigers when hit .378, but 
Cobb far exceeded him that 
year with a .420 mark. 

That was practically the story 
of Crawford’s baseball life. He 
always played “second fiddle” 
to the great Cobb, but today 
Wahoo Sam and old Ty were 
reunited in baseball's cherished 
shrine.

Yet, it wasn’t many weeks 
ago that steel buyers were 
crawling over one another to 
get deliveries. Now, steel com- 
panies are after buyers to put 
in orders! 

Notice the trend in construc- 
tion contracts.

Carl Byoir, veteran public rela- 
tions man and founder of the) 


firm bearing his name, died yes- 
terday in New York Hospital. 
He was 68 years old. The cause 
of death was not disclosed. — 

During his career, Mr. Byoir 
was a reporter, publisher, busi- 
ness man and propagandist for 
the United States Government 
in World War lI. 

He was credited with con- 
ceiving the idea of raising 
$1,000,000 in one night for polio 
research by staging nation-wide 
patties celebrating the birthday 
of President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

Mr. Byoir was born in Des 
Moines. He was graduated from 
the University of lowa in 1910 
and received a law degree from 
Columbia University two years 
later. 

He was a reporter for the Des 
Moines State Register at 14 and 
city editor of the old Waterloo 
(Iowa) Times Tribune at 17. 
After graduation from Columbia 
he published a children’s maga- 
zine, became an advertising 
salesman and then went to work 
for the Government. He was 
chairman of the Government 
Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, a forerunner of the Office 
of War Information of World 
War II, in 1917 and 1918. 

In 1940, Mr. Byoir who had 
done publicity work for the Ger- 
man Tourist Information Office 
in the mid-thirties, was accused 
on the floor of Congress of be- 
ing pro-Nazis. 

At his *own request he was 
investigated by the House un- 
American Activities Committee 
and the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and was cleared of 
the charge.

ROM its inception in 1947, 

President Truman's loyalty 

program came under heavy 
attack from left-wing and Com- 
munist groups 

One of the ‘first attacks was 
sponsored by the United Pub- 
lic Workers of America (CIO), 
which hammered on the theme 
that the entire program was a 
“witch hunt.” There were the 
usual mass meetings, petitions, 
fund-raising campaigns and ef- 
forts to discredit the program 
and the FBI. 

“Who'll Investigate the Man 
Who'll Investigate You?” was 
— banner line on one pamph- 
et. 

It was in this atmosphere that 
the Hiss case exploded, shock- 
ing the nation as no other case 
had before. Pudgy, rumpled 
Whittaker Chambers, a man 
with heavy jowls and heavy- 
lidded eyes, went before the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities in August 1948, 
and confessed that he had been 
a member of the Communist 
party from 1924%o 1937. 

He said he had been a mem- 
ber, also, of a Soviet espionage 
apparatus dealing in stolen 
United States Government doc- 
uments. As one of his partners 
in this work he named Alger 
Hiss, a brilliant young diplo- 
matic star in the Department 
of State before and during the 
war years. 

The script was all wrong. 
The handsome young intel- 
lectual who had rubbed el- 
bows with the nation’s great 
men should have been point- 
ing the finger of accusation 
at the unknown, §secretive- 
looking Chambers. But this 
was type casting in the Hitch- 
cock manner. 

As a dramatic stage play 
unfolds with surprise follow- 
ing on surprise, so did the 
Hiss - Chambers _§ story. 
There were the denials by 
Hiss; the “confrontation” of

His 
first trial resulted in a hung 
jury, but in the second trial 
he was convicted and kentenced 
to serve five years on each of 
two counts. In November, 1954, 
Hiss was released from prison.

shocked the people of the 
United States. But in the po- 
litical uproar there were steady 
attacks on the FBI investiga- 
tions as being something sin- 
ister—particularly the use of 
confidential informants and the 
manner in which the FBI as- 
sembled its files of informa- 
tion. 

In all the controversy involv- 
ing the Bureau and its opera- 
tions, there was none which 
was worse, perhaps, than that 
which exploded in the Gov- 
ernment’s espionage case 
against Judith Coplon in 1949. 

For 25 years, FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover had jealously 
guarded the integrity of the

FBI's investigative files to pro- 
tect informants and to protect 
innocent persons from the em- 
barrassment of unevaluated re- 
ports, complaints and insinua- 
tions accumulated in the course 
of an investigation, or received 
in unsolicited letters and tele- 
phone calls. 

But in the Coplon case, 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
permitted Government attorneys 
to place in evidence docu- 
ments from the “raw files” 
of the FBI to comply with a 
bench order by Federal 
Judge Albert L. Reeves. On- 
ly a small portion of the 
information in the file was 
relevant to the Government's 
case against Coplon. Much 
of it would have been tossed 
out as a matter of course. 
The FBI files were ridiculed 
as a storehouse of gossip 
and the trivia was given 
prominence above all else.

FTER a filling meal in the 
evening a question will be 
raised as to what to do 
about the dishes. Should they 
be washed at once? Or how 
about stacking them inetead? 
Washing them at once will 
eall for physical effort, using 
various organs of the body 


which should be concentrated . 


on the digestion of the meal, 
It will interfere with those mo- 
ments of relaxation that are so 
essential to the meal’s full en- 
joyment. 

Why should there be any 
hurry about washing the dishes? 
Neatly stacked in the kitchen 
they will be safe throughout the 
night. They can be tackled in 
the morning when everybody is 
fresh and alert. If the dishes 
are washed at once, it may well 
mean getting to bed late. 


On the other hand, the factor 
of morale is involved. Get into 
the habit of stacking dishes and 
the next thing there will be a 
temptation to sweep trash under 
the rug. How can members of 
the family be made to keep the 
house neat and tidy if they have 
before them the example of 
dirty dishes staked overnight? 


A single stacking of dishes 
might be overlooked. But if the 
temptation is yielded to once, it 
will be yielded to again. Then 
the time will come when stack- 
ing dishes ceases to be a mat- 
ter of shame and becomes a 
matter of boast. It will reach 
the point where a person in the 
presence of a large company 
exclaims proudly, “I always 
stack my dishes.” 

That will encourage others to 
stack their dishes and boast 
about it. Before long the prac- 
tice may strike a blow at civill- 
zation more devastating than 
the atomic bomb. 

Faced with this possibility, it 
is an irresponsible person in- 
deed who will go ahead and 
stack dishes instead of washing 
them at once.

minding everybody else's busi- 
ness, the way he does on his 
own program today. 

“At one point he was elab- 
orately trying to overhear a 
conversation between two other 
characters. When asked what he 
was up to, he blandly replied, 
‘Nothing important. Just drop- 
ping a few eaves.’ This, of 
course, is a switch on eaves- 
dropping’—but I'd like you to 
tell we what the word originally 
meant and whether Groucho 
actually could ‘drop an eave’ 
if he wanted to.” 

It would be quite a trick to 
drop an eave—even for Groucho, 
The “eaves” on this expression 
are the edges of the roof of a 
building which overhang the 
walls—and the word “eaves- 
drop” itself comes to us virtu- 
ally unchanged from Anglo- 
Saxon times. 

In those days a person's house 
had very wide overhanging 
eaves, not unlike those still to 
be seen on thatched cottages in 
Britain. Since today's rain gut- 
ters and drainpipes were com- 
pletely unknown then, the pur- 
pose of the wide overhang was 
to allow rain to drip at a safe 
distance from the building's 
foundation. Thus the “eaves- 
drip” which later became 
“eavesdrop” provided a shel- 
tered place where an Anglo- 
Saxon Groucho could listen 
clandestinely to conversations 
within the house.

al Center in Washington, D.C.

Such things as inau- 
gural balls and major conven- 
tion exhibitions, as well as civic 
receptions, opera, ballet and 
theater, would be possible there.

THE STAGE also would make 
it possible to hold symphonic 
and other musical events, both 
large and small. One interest- 
ing feature in the plans is a 
tourist information center where 
the 1,500,000 annual visitors to 
the nation’s capital could be 
provided proper guide service 
in seeing the city and its sur- 
roundings. 

In addition, there would be 
underground parking and din- 
ing facilities, both of which 
would be welcomed by tourists. 

The commission which has 
made the study of the center’s 
possibilities recommends that 
the major cost of building be 
raised by private subscription, 
but it hopes that Congress will 
provide the site and estimates 
that revenue from the center, 
parking, etc., would amount to 
$487,000 a year, enough to cover 
annual operating expenses.

HE greatest failure of homemakers is the failure to 
improve their own efficiency on the job. That’s the 
conclusion of many students of the subject, who point 
out that the average homemaker is working far below her 
proper level of compe- 
tence. It's not because 
there's not plenty of help 
to be had, for newspapers, 
magazines and books con- 
tinually offer all sorts of 
assistance. 
The fact is that women 
have not been taught to 
look on homemaking as a 
particular challenge or as 
a subject in which they 
can continually improve 
» ean, their proficiency, just as 
DR. PAUL POPENOE they would in any other 
profession.

THEREFORE, a large part of them take the attitude 
expressed in a letter from Mrs, I., who, after relating vari- 
Ous other difficulties, tells me: “All this is made all the 
Harder to bear by the deadening monotony of housekeep- 
ing; the same meaningless chores repeated Over and over. 
It's enough to kill anybody’s spirit.” 

Even the most interesting and worth-while job, car- 
ried out in such a spirit as you describe, would be deadly,

Simon McKeever is one of 32

Their old-age assistance checks 
of $55 a month are sent directly 
to the owners of the place. They 
live in crowded wards, eat dull 
food, and are stripped of al- 
most all personal dignity. Not 
quite all, for they can still joke 
and in time of crisis they can 
share with one another. 


Simon, aged 74, has two 
dreams: to be cured of his crip- 
pling arthritis and then to write 
a book. He has heard of a doc- 
tor in Los Angeles, 400 miles 
away, who cures arthritis. How 
his roommates help him to es- 
cape and manage to get him to 
the bus, how by incredible sac- 
rifices they scrape together 85 
cents for his ticket to the first 
large town, how he hitchhikes 
the rest of the way to Los An- 
geles is told in vivid detail.
